Herewith  the  Annual  Report  for  1972*  The  state  of  the  public 
health  of  the  area  remains  good  and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  34,280,  an  increase  of  1,150 
over  1971, 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  15,1*  The  death  rate 
was  11*8® 

Major  causes  of  death  were  ischaemic  heart  disease,  cerebro- 
vascular disease  and  malignant  disease*  Deaths  from  malignant  disease 
increased  from  61  to  86  - 7 of  those  deaths  occur ing  in  people  under 
the  age  of  35  years. 

Deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  increased  from  69  to  74, 

11  of  them  occurring  in  people  under  55  years  of  age*  The  deaths  in 
males  remained  static  but  in  females  the  figure  increased  by  15%. 

lung  cancer  deaths  in  males  almost  doubled  - 18  (10  in  1971), 

With  regard  to  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  it  will 
be  noticed  that  under  food  poisoning,  a total  of  4 cases  were  notified 
to  the  department.  This  gives  no  indication  of  the  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  that  occurred  in  the  urban  district  in  November,  1972.  On 
casual  information  from  members  of  the  public,  an  investigation  was 
commenced  to  determine  the  extent  and  origin  of  the  infection*  All 
together,  43  cases  were  confirmed  and  the  outbreak  was  traced  back  to 
a hotel  - outside  the  Nottinghamshire  area®  The  infection  was  caused 
by  salmonella  organisms  from  frozen  poultry  - inadequately  thawed 
and  cooked*  This,  I trust,  will  serve  as  a reminder  to  the  public 
in  general  and  the  catering  trade  in  particular  that  no  care  is  too 
great  to  prevent  food  poisoning  occurring  in  the  community.  I am 
indebted  to  Dr. E.R, Mitchell,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
for  his  help  and  advice  with  regard  to  this  particular  outbreak  as 
well  as  for  his  help  to  the  department  throughout  the  year  with  regard 
to  ether  public  health  problems. 
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I write  this  report  at  a time  of  change,  both  in  local  government  and 


no  longer  have  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  but  the  proper  officer  in 
the  new  Gedling  District  will  be  the  District  Community  Physician  for 
the  Area  Health  District  to  be  known  as  Nottingham  South  Teaching  One* 

Many  environmental  problems  of  the  district  have  been  resolved 
but  many  , particularly  with  regard  to  housing  and  pollution  still 
require  attention  and  I would  hope  that  the  new  authority  will  make 
progress  at  a rapid  rate® 

It  remains  for  me  to  thank  the  .Staff  of  the  Authority 
and  in  particular  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  courtesy  and 
co-operation  since  I came  to  the  authority®

Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  the  Arnold  Health 
Centre  during  child  welfare  sessions  by  the  Department  of  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council.

CESSPOOLS 


There  are  approximately  70  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts 
of  the  Urban  District  on  the  East,  North  East  and  Northern 
boundaries,  where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are 
emptied  by  the  Council  on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn) 
at  a charge  of  £1.50  per  800  gallons.  An  income  of  £583.00  was 
received  during  the  year  for  emptying  cesspools;  expenditure  was 
£567.00. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTION  75(1)  DUSTBINS 


The  system  of  replacing  defective  dustbins  is  as  follows:- 

Defective  bins  are  reported  by  the  refuse  collectors;  a letter 
is  then  sent  to  the  owner  requesting  replacement  of  the  defective 
bin.  After  a lapse  of  a reasonable  time,  a Statutory  Notice  is 
served  on  the  owner  giving  him  28  days  in  which  to  provide  same,  14 
Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  and  year  and  1 dustbin  supplied 
in  default. 

Unsatisfactory  containers  such  as  wash-tubs,  drums, etc,  appear 
from  time  t-  time.  Where  this  happens,  the  premises  are  visited 
and  the  substitute  receptacle  is  ultimately  replaced  for  one  of  an 
approved  pattern. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  two  new  dustbins  were  provided  at  20 
private  premises,  199  Council  Houses  and  other  Council  premises.
